OTT.AWA,  Jan.  30. — .Shortly  before 
midnight,  Hon.  W.  T.  White's  bill  to 
amend  the  Bank  Act  was  given  a 
second  reading  and  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Banking  and  Commerce, 
where  Its  details  will  be  considered. 
Throughout  the  afternoon  and  evening 
the  discussion  was  confined  entirely 
to  Liberal  speakers,  but  was  concluded 
with  a  speech  from  Mr.  White,  In 
which  he  dealt  with  a  number  of  the 
suggestions  made.  While  some  were 
rejected,  others  received  the  promise 
of    f\irtheT    consideration. 

C.   F.   B.  10   Per   Cent   Clauie 
Mr.  J.  G.  Turriff  introduced  a  bill    to 
repeal  section  20  of  schedule  "•^"  of  the 
C.    P.    R.    Incorporation    Act.      He    said 
that    some    years    ago    the    Government

"The  Turkish  Government  is  willing. 
a^  a  final  proof  of  its  pacific  disposition, 
to  plate  Itself  in  the  hands  of  the  Pow- 
er.'^ n-gaidlng  that  part  of  AOrianoplc 
situated  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Mar- 
itiza  River.  The  mosques  and  hlatorlr, 
monuments  are  on  the  left  bank,  and 
the  retentatlon  of  that  ncction  1;<  a  ne- 
cessity which  the  Government  cannot 
fail  to  take  account  of  without  exposing 
the  country  to  a  commotion  which 
might  result  In  the  gravest  conse- 
cjuences." 

Regarding  the  Aegean  Islands,  the 
argument  ie  set  forth  that  those  nearetet 
the  Dardanelles  are  Indispensable  to  the 
defence  of  the  Capital,  while  the  others, 
forming  an  integral  part  of  Asiaminor. 
are  no  less  Indispensable  to  the  secur- 
ity of  tht  Asiati*'  possessions.  Any 
diminution  of  the  Tijrkish  authority 
there  would  transform  them  Into  centres 
of  (igitatlon,  which  would  spread  to  the 
adjoining  shores  and  create  a  atatc  of 
unrest  similar  to  that  In  Macedpnla. 
"which  has  threat«r>*d  and  still  threaten* 
the    tranquility  of   Europe. " 

Turkey  offers  to  abide  by  the  deci- 
sion of  the  Powers  reaariling  the  Statua 
of  the  islands  occupied  hy  the  Allies  If 
they  have  regard  for  the  foregoing  con- 
sfderatlons  and  the  Integrity  of  the 
Dardanelles,  which  .  the  note  cleverly 
contends  Is  a  question  of  the  highest  im- 
portance to  Europe.  In  conclusion  the 
note   says: 

"The  Imperial  Government  Is  con- 
vinced that  the  Great  Powers  In  a  spirit 
of  Justice  and  equality  and  equity  will 
recognljie  the  extent  of  these  sacrifices' 
to  which  Turkey  has  consented,  and  will 
i  agr.'c  that  the  Sublime  Porte  would  he 
right  in  rejecting  any  further  demands 
which    might    be    raised    by    the    Allies." 

The  Porte  has  protested  to  the  Pow- 
ers against  the  denuftclatlon  of  the  ar- 
mistice by  the  Balkan  ,\llies.

Tlie  executive  of  the  British  Columbia 
Fruit  Growers'  Association  have  con- 
cluded thoir  series  of  sittings  in  Vic- 
toria for  the  present.  Thoy  have  pre- 
Ronlod  the  resolutions  pafped  hy  the  an- 
nual convention  to  the  C.overnnient  and 
tal<on  up  with  minlstera  the  question  of 
the  estahll-shment  of  a  central  Felling 
agency  and  nlBo  the  possibility  of  a  plan 
whereby  the  farmer  may  obtain  loans  at 
reasonable  rates  of  interest  from  tho^ 
Government. 

With  regard  to  the  first  quentlon, 
namely  the  central  .se.llinB  and  distribut- 
InK  agency,  Mr.  U.  M.  Winslow  Blated 
yesterday  that  the  ministers,  -while  in 
favor  of  the  existence  of  such  an  agency, 
yet  feel  that  the  formation  of  strong 
local  and  district  orsranizatlons  are  ab- 
solutely essential  as  a  preliminary  stop 
towards  that  end,  and  must  come  first. 
Already  a  certain  number  of  these  local 
organizations  are  in  existence  and  be- 
tween thom  handled  75  per  cent  of  the 
1912  crop,  liiit  their  numbers  must  be 
extended  and  consolidated  on  sound  lines 
before  such  a  central  agency  couTd  be 
usefully   established. 

The  Legislature  has  also  b«ten  asl<ed 
for  certain  amendments  to  the  Agricul- 
tural Associations  Act  to  enable  effect  to 
be  given  to  the  resolution  passed  at  the 
general  meeting  with  regard  to  more  ad- 
vantageous loans  being  made  possible  to

WASHI.VGTON,  D.  C,  Jan.  30. — "Free 
meat,"  proposed  by  democrats  In  the 
House  at  the  last  session  of  Congress, 
but  blocked  by  a  presidential  veto,  was 
indicated  as  part  of  the  extra  session  of 
Congress  tariff  revision  programme  at 
the  hearing  before  the  House  Commit- 
tee  on  Ways  and   Means. 

Members  of  the  committee  empha- 
sized the  majority,  sentiment  In  favor 
of  free  meats  and  a  strong  trend  to- 
ward free  cattle,  in  accord  with  the 
general  policy  of  the  depiocrats  last 
year  to  transfer  the  necessities  of  life 
to  the  free  li-st,  Including  free  sugar 
and  free     lumber 

Protests  against  putting  cattle  and 
meats  on  the  free  ll.st  was  made  by 
S.  H.  Cowan,  of  Fort  Worth,  Texas,  as 
spokesman  for  the  cattle  Industry  west 
of  the  Mississippi  Blver.  Mr.  Cowan 
said  that  such  a  thing  if  adopted  would 
mean  a  flood  of  cheaper  meals  from 
.South  American  ranges  and  the  ruin  of 
the  industry  In  Texas.  He  urged  the 
committee  to  maintain  a  fair  preferen- 
tial in  the  American  markets,  and  said 
that  any  importation  of  foreign  ealllc 
would  come  from  Mexico  and  Canada 
and  Argent  inf. 

Bermuda  and  the  Bahama  Islands  re- 
gistered a  protest  against  the  present 
tariff  rates.  Lorenzl  George  Brlce,  re- 
presenting the  Bahama  Islands,  urged  a 
niduction  of  the  duty  on  sponges,  pine- 
apples, grapefruit  and  other  things.

Mr.  Kmraerson  was  inclined  to  favor 
the  appalntTTjent  of  a  Monetary  C'om- 
mlsBlon  such  as  had  been  sugge.«ted  by 
Mr.  Maclean  (South  y<»rk).  The  present 
Act.  he  said,  had  resulted  in  the 
n  .of  a.  monopoly,  the  most  pow- 
•rl^l  in  Canaija'  today.  There  was.  he 
said,  no  greater  combine  and  no  more 
tyrannical  one.  Tyranny  also  breathed 
from  every  paragraph  of  the  bill  before 
the  House.  It  gave  to  the  Bankers"  As- 
sociation a  despotic  power. 

Mr.  BJmmerson  called  attention  to  the 
conditions  existing  in  the  past  decade 
in  the  United  Slates  through  the  con- 
centration of  capital.  The  same  forces, 
he  said,  were  working  in  Canada  and 
were  a  menace  to  the  great  mass  of  the 

people. 

S  auger ons   Concantratloa 

"There  i.s  lurking  in  every  paragraph 
of  this  bin,"  he  said,  "the  atmosphere 
of  that  menace.  We,  in  Canad^,  have 
come  down  to  a  condition  of  affairs 
whore  but  twenty-three  men  control  our 
t7ansportation  and  Industrial  institu- 
tions. Of ,  the  12B  corporations  in  Can- 
ada there  are  twenty-three  directors  in 
control.  -Nine  of  those  men  live  In  To- 
ronto the  Good,  thirteen  in  Montreal  the 
Had  and  one  in  England.  At  the  ba.«e 
of  Canada's  whole  nnancint  structure 
i.s  a  triangle  composed  of  twenty-three. 
In  the  strife  going  on  between  the  great 
corporations  and  the  common  people  T 
am  with  the  under  dog.  One  of  the  most 
potent  factors  In  that  strife  was  the 
l-ianking   interests." 

Mr.  Kmmerson  laid  down  a  maxim 
which  h*  thought  should  be  followed  In 
tlio  intorprotatlon  of  every  clause  of  the 
hill.  "Where  a  public  concession  is 
given,"  he  said,  "a  public  competisafion 
should  be  rendered  and  public  super- 
\l.«;iOM  shotild  bo  exercised.  Power  un- 
rostralned   tends  to  tyranny." 

Mr.  Kiu'nerson  thought  the  Oovorn- 
nient  should  pay  fl  higher  rate  of  Inter- 
est In  the  (Joverninent  postal  banks.  If 
they  did  it  would  force  the  banks  to 
raise  their  interest.  The  Government 
i)ald  only  2  >,i  and  3  per  cent,  which  was 
on  account  of  the  banking  inte.-cst.  Mr. 
Kinmorson  SRid  the  banks  today  were 
acting  BS  landlords  In  direct  violation 
of  the  Banking  Act.  They  wore  con- 
structing htilldlngs  througbotif  the  Mart- 
time  rrovinces  and  renting  them.  This 
was  oontrary  to  the  provisions  of.  the 
Bank  Act.  As  far  as  he  knew,  there  was 
only  o/e  bank  which  did  not  pursue  this 
policy.  "Out  of  what  fund/'  he  asked, 
"do  thoy  construct  these  big  Toronto 
skyscrapers?"

X.oasa  in  Haw  Tork 
Continiiitig,  he  said  that  the  banking 
instltutlonn  containod  the  savings  of 
farmers  and  ftshermen,  assembled  them 
in  Toronto  and  Montreal  and  then  sont 
them  to  New  York,  whore  they  could 
make  10,  15  or  20  per  cent  on  call  loans. 
He  thought  that  I"*arliament  should 
pass  on  all  mergers,  and  pointed  to  the 
large  rodnction  In  the  number  of  banks 
In  recent  years.

In  con- 
clusion, that  thorn  should  be  a  Mone- 
tary Commission  established  to  make  a 
thorough   Investigation. 

Mr  Buchanan,  of  Medicine  Hat,  said 
that  the  people  from  the  West  were  bor- 
rowers. They  neede<l  all  the  money  they 
could  get  for  the  purpose  of  develop- 
ment. He  oxpressod  himself  as  being 
In  accord  with  the  provisions  of  the  bill 
providing  for  loans  to  farmers  on  grain 
and  to  ranchers  on  cattle.  Thla  pro- 
viS4on,  however,  should  be  extended  so 
as  to  Include,  livestock  in  the  case  of 
farmers  and  animals  other  than  oattl* 
tn  the  case  of  ranchers. 

He  thought  the  banks  could  do  much 
to  encourage  mixed  farming  in  the  West 
— more.  In  fact,  than  anyone  else.  The 
farmers  9/  the  West,  he  said,  were 
much  coneemed  about  the  Interest  to  b*

White  was  followed  close - 
ly  When  he  made  his  speech  closing  the 
debate.  The  discussion,  on  the  -wliole, 
had  been  falrmlnded  au<t  non-partls,-in, 
he  said.  There  had  been  Some  criti- 
cisms, however,  and  he  would  remind 
the  memlurs  on  the  other  side  of  t'la 
Hcuse,  that  Hon.  W.  .S.  Fielding's  bill, 
which  he  did  not  proceed  with,  had  pro- 
vided for  an  audit.  Mr.  Fielding  had 
made  the  audit  perrq|s8.lve<While  In  the 
proposed  bill  it  wiil(^|l|i||#l'Compulsory. 
This  was  probably  twi^it  substantial 
difference  between  the  two  bills,  and 
It  would  serve  to  show  that  what  ad-  { 
vance  had  been  made  by  the  Govern- 
ment In  respect  to  thi.'--  leglslatlpn. 
Other  substantial  differences  were  that 
in  the  present  act  a  provision  had  been 
adontfd  tn  prevent  fru^oef ore  a  cer- 
tlfir  n.  --led.  Another  gives  the  banks 
authorit\'  to  make  loans'  to  farmers, 
and  still  another  authorises  the  banks 
to  issue  note  circulation  against  gold. 
.Mr.  White  reminded  the  House  that 
the  audit  "proposal  had  heen  droi>ped  in 
1891  when  the  act  was  revised  and 
tiiat  II!  > -!ars  later  Mr.  Fielding  had 
reji.rt'Mi  the  idea  of  Government- inspec- 
tion. Neither  had  Mr.  Fielding's  last 
bill  Include  Ms  provision.  In  view  of 
this,  tlie  question  one  party  represent- 
ing the  capitalistic  classes  might  well 
be   put  aside. 

Buggaatlons  Kajaotad 
.\Ir  White  rejected  the  proposal  of 
Mr.  W.  F.  Maclean  that  a  great  nation- 
al 'lank  should  be  established.  There 
was  no  public  demand  for  such  an  In- 
stitution, he  said.  It  was  to  be  remem- 
bered that  the  Bank  of  England  Is  real- 
ly  «    pviblir   conc-crn. 

Mr.  AVhllo  also  rejected  MY.  Mac- 
lean's suggestion  that  there  should  be 
a  large  issue  of  Dominion  notes  based 
on  a.  twenty-five  per  cent  gold  reserve. 
It  would  not  be  good  finance,  he  said. 
He  did  not  think  much  of  the  proposal 
that  the  big  banks  should  guarantee 
the  de])0Blt6  of  the  others.  It  would 
mean  the  equalizing  of  the  credit  of  all, 
and  create  an  undesirable  sltuetlon.A 
Defiling  with  the  suggestion  that  liens 
g-lven  by  farmers  to  the  banks  tinder 
tlie  riew  provision  of  the  Bank  Act 
should  be  registered.  .Mr.  White  said 
it  was  doubtful  If  proper  machinery 
existed  In  all  the  Provinces  for  such 
registration.  It  was  a  matter  for  the 
cnmmlttoe  to  look  Into.  .\s  to  th-e  com- 
plaints about  the  rates  of  interest.  Mr. 
White  said  he  had  never  heard  that  the 
bank.s  were  charKlnR  «•''  high  as  twelve 
per  cent.  If  that  wa.x  so  It  appeared 
to    him    extortion. 

A  question  to  be  considered  waa 
whether  mnkin^g  the  clans'?  too  drastic 
would  'prevent  the  banks  opening 
branches  In  small  places.  Mr.  White 
agreed  that  there  was  a  good  opening 
in  Canada  for  small  banks  with  a  capi- 
talisation of  not  less  than  $250.000,.^ 
provided  they  would  stick  strictly  to 
the  bankln>c  business.  He  believed  tht 
branch  system  of  barks  lo  be  better 
than  the  unit  system,  which  in  the 
Ignited  States  had  been  found  to  be 
subject    to  panics. 

Mr.  White  repeated  hi."  former  <!•?<;- 
laratton  again  a  system  of  Government 
inspection.  He  said  that  the  audit 
propo'»ed  would  prove  to  be  effective  in 
ratchlug  all  Irreyularltlrs.  He  would 
be  only  too  glad  to  recel-.  e  any  sugges- 
tions which  would  strengthen  this  fea- 
ture or  any  other  feature  of  the  bill,  as 
It  was  desirable  to  frame  legislation 
in    th«  Interests  of  the  whole  people.

SPOKANE,  "Wash..  Jan.  30. — Father 
Joseph  Caruann,  nrst  Catholic  mlHSlon- 
ary  among  tlie  Indians  of  the  I'acffic 
Northwest  and  recognlzod  as  the 
founder  of  that  faith  Im  what  was  then 
knowi  as  Oregon,  will  be  the  central 
figure  In  the  celebration  this  TrII  of 
the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  plant- 
ing of  the  Catholic  faith  In  'lila  port 
of  the  country. 

Fifty  yenr.s  ago,  on  October  10,  1863, 
Father  Caruana  baptized  75  Indian 
children  and  flvo  .irliilts,  all  membera 
of  the  Coeur  d'Alene  tribe,  the  bap- 
tism being-  held  on  the  Bpot  where  the 
rs'orthorn  Pacific  Hallway's  passenger 
station  now  stands  In  Spokane, 

In  this  connection  fnrts  of  Import- 
ance to  the  history  of  this  part  of  the 
i-oiintry  have  been  learned  through  an 
Investigation  by  Father  George  F. 
W'clbel  of  Gonzaga  Ualvorslly.  IIo 
learned  that  Father  Caruana,  at  the 
head  of  a  band  of  twelve  prlesta.  found 
his  way  tc  the  Spokane  River  Falls  In 
the  early  '50'a.  Father  AV/>lhel  Is  au- 
thority for  thi'  statement  that  the  first 
baptism  of  Indians  In  the  Pacific 
Northwost  was  conducted  at  the  site  of 
what    la    now    .Spokane    In    (October.    1803. 

So  fir  as  Is  known  here,  Fath"r 
Caruana  Is  the  only  one  of  the  band 
of  pioneer  priests  now  living.  After 
completing  his  work  with  the  tribes 
around  Rpokane,  he  went  to  De  8met, 
Idaho,  whero  he  I'ounded  the  first  Cath- 
olic mission  In  this  party  of  th-e  coun- 
try. The  mission  still  stands,  and  the 
aged  priest,  known  to  the  Indians  an 
Soarp,  and  patriarch  priest  of  the 
tribe,  in  still  the  Itwding  spirit  of  tha 
community.     He   is   T»   y«a^a   old.

At'  Na- 
naimo thtf'iMfl^er  had  taken  on  coal, 
wash  nut,  which  Was  wet  and  came  from 
cars  on  which  there  a  couple  of  feet  of 
snow. 

Captain  Details  Experience 
Captain  Alexander  McDonald,  master 
of  the  ve.«>8el,  detailed  his  experience  and 
(Hialiflcatlons  a.s  a  sailor,  and  his  ac- 
flualntance  with  tlie  ^carriage  of  explo- 
Hives  in  the  Old  Country  and  Canada. 
He  was  aware  of  the  roaulrpment.s  for 
llaKs  and  red  lights  when  carrying  ex- 
plosives, and  these  were  carried  out  on 
the  Oscar.  He  told  of  the  stowage  of  the 
cargo  on  the  vessel's  last  trip  from 
Telegraph  Bay,  and  of  her  voyage  to 
Xanalmo,  where  she  arrived  on  January 
IT).  After  bunkering  wet  coal  the  ve.<«.«el 
waH  headed  for  her  destination — Van- 
couver— and  had  got  out  four  miles  when 
lie  saw  the  weather  was  too  rough  to 
proceed.  The  glass  had  heen  low  all 
morning — 28.90. 

Tletiirning  to  Nanaimo,  and  about 
twenty-live  minutes  after  turning  back, 
Captain  McDonald  said  he  noticed  Fimoke 
pouring  out  of  the  engine-room  skylight. 
Tie  .itartod  to  fco  down  to  the  engine 
room,  but  the  torrents  of  smoke  which 
met  him  made  this  impossible.  See- 
ing the  steamer  was  doomed  he 
ordered  the  boat  launched  and  the 
crew  to  save  themselves.  The  boat  was 
picked  up  bodily  and  dropped  overboard, 
but  In  the  dense  smoke  which  wa.s  pour- 
ing out  of  every  opening  and  bl<>wlng 
over  on  that  Pldo,  the  boat  was  obscured 
and  drifted  out  of  reach. 

The  vessel  was  going  full  speed 
nhead,  six  knots,  for  Protection  Island, 
hut  when  about  150  foot  from  the  rocks 
f<ho  began  to  sheer  off  to  starboard  and 
out  towards  the  Gulf.  As  It  was  Im- 
Iinrative  to  prevent  this.  Captain  Mc- 
Donald said,  he  made  his  way  back  to 
t|ie  whoelhouse,  throw  the  wheel  over 
and  stuck  his  telescope  thrrnigh  the 
spokes    to    hold    it    steady. 

Crew  Oronpad  Tor-ward 

The  crow  at  this  time  were  gro'tped 
forward,  and  as  he  returned  to  them  he 
noticed  that  the  tarpauling  coverlnjr  the 
dynamite  on  deciJ  was  hvirning.  The 
^tnamer  Krounded  In  three  and  a  half  fe«t 
of  water  forward  and  hh  fuiiui  as  she  did 
f,o  all  scrambled  down,  a  ladder  and  ran 
for  cover,  warivhiK  the  people  in  sight 
to  do  the  same.  Fifteen  or  twenty  min- 
utes later  the  explosion  occurred,  and 
when  he  went  back  the  Oscar  had  dis- 
r.ppoarod  ontlroly.  Captain  McDonald 
i.ientloned  that  the  Lottie  M.,  with  a 
Hcow  tow,  had  answerrnl  the  call  for  as- 
fistanoe,  hut  was  unable  to  overhnul  the 
Oscar  In   time  to  take  olT  the  crew. 

Captain  McDonald  stated  that  when 
be  went  Into  Nanaimo  to  bunker  he  cn- 
t»rr.:l  at   customs   In    the   usual    t.-;. y,    but 


niuUo  no  special  remark  regarding  ex- 
plosives and  did  not  ask  for  any  apecial 
wharf  on   that  account. 

The  commlsalonar  iiuestloned  the  wit- 
ness closely  as  to  what  he  did  upon  no- 
ticing tlie  smoka  Captain  McDonald 
Bald  he  had  gone  himself  to  see  where 
tho  tire  was  and  found  that  the  fireman, 
who  was  in  charga  at  the  time,  had  left 
the  engine  room.  The  onglnoor  was  in 
his  room,  lying  down.  He  ga\e  no  or- 
ders to  open  the  sea-cocks  or  do  any- 
thing else,  as  he  Saw  that  the  vessel 
wan  doomed.  He  was  satisfied  that  tne 
smoke  was  coming  from  the  engine 
room,  but  he  had  no  idea  then  or  now 
what  the  cause  of  the  Are  was.  The 
vessel  was  in  good  condition  and  well- 
found.  The  regulations  in  regard  to 
lights  and  signals  when  carrying  explo- 
sives  woro  always  carefully   observed.

Tttemtta  ttawllns.  Aramao.  who  was  in 
charge  of  the  engine  room  at  the  time, 
said  the  Are  originated  in  front  of  the 
boiler,  when  It  broke  out  he  waa  back 
of  tho  engtno  oiling  the  pump  and  heard 
a  "puft."  There  were  no  open  lights, 
nothing  on  the  stoke-hole  plates  to  cause 
Are,  and  his  only  explanation  could  be 
spontaneous  combustion  of  gas.  As  soon 
as  he  saw  the  Are  he  tried  to  put  It  out 
with  buckets  of  water,  and  then  with 
the  Are  hose,  until  he  was  driven  out 
by  the  smoke  knd  heat.  The  coal  taken 
in  that  day  was  very  wot,  he  told  Mr. 
Aikman,  and  was  covered  with  snow  on 
the  care.

As    Indicative   of    the    salient    differ- 
ence  between    the   positions    of  Canada 
and    Australia    respectively.    Mr.    Wade 
,^  pointed  out  tbet  the  former  was  contrl- 
\i  butlng  to  Great  Britain  the  sum  of  £7,- 
'  000,000,    sufflclent    for    the  construction 
of   three  Dreadnoughts,  while  Australia 
».  jkHSM  creating   the   nucleus    of    her   own 
^f-1|te»t,  which   would  ordinarily  remain  in 
f^  Australian  waters,  although  It  wasprob- 
Bible  that  In  the  event  of  war  It  would 
be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Impe- 
rial   Qovomment    for  service    wherever 
needed.     For    the   time   being   this   fleet 
would    have    to    be    manned  by  British 
Bailors. 

"Is  Is  erroneous,"  said  Mr.  Wade,  "to 
suppose  that  there  Is  any  strong  feeling 
in  Australia  against  the  Japanese  as  a 
people.  The  bemt  public  opinion  strong- 
ly deprecates  abuse  of  the  Japanese, 
and  it  is  only  the  anti-Japanese  Press 
that  Indulges,  In  such  tactics.  As  re- 
gards our  fears  for  the  safety  of  the 
country,  this  is  a  general  apprehension, 
and  Is  not  directed  specifically  against 
Japan.  It  is  simply  recognized  that  the 
unprotected  condition  of  our  west  coast 
and  the  absence  of  a  white  settlement  In 
.North  Australia  offer  a  temptation  to 
any  country  in  urgent  need  of  suitable 
outlets  for  a  growing  population. 

"The  reason  why  In  this  contest  both 
Japan  and  China  have  been  referred  to 
as  potential  Invader.s  is  because  tb«y 
are  our  nearest  neighbors.  It  is  not 
only  tlie  present  that  has  to  be  consi- 
dered by  practical  statesman,  but  the 
poBslbllltles  of  the  future,  when  inter- 
national politics  may  wear  an  entirely 
different  aspect." 

Referring  in  conclusion  to  the  Immi- 
gration question,  Mr.  Wade  painted  out 
that  Australia  did  not  discriminate 
against  the  Japanese.  Her  immigration 
law  provided  an  educational  test  which 
was  applicable  to  all  races  alike.

Jan.  Sd. — ^Tho  advStttuiNNi  of 
a  young  Rnsstan  couple,  named  Hlrsch 
and  Rosa  ^itstl^no,  occupied  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Allen  Immigration  Board 
the  other  day.  I^osa,  an  attractive  look- 
ing, young  woman,  arrived  In  London  a 
few  days  ago  minus  her  marriage  cer- 
liflcate,  and  told  the  •authorities  that 
she  was  rejoining  bar ',JiU8band,  Hirsch 
Te8c'hno,;;to  whomlsbft^iiitd'she  had  been 
married  for  seven  mon'ths.  The  h\m- 
band,  on  the  other  hand,  said  the  mar- 
riage took  place  In  Russia  a\x  weeks 
ago,  and  the  Chief  Immigration  .Officer 
told  the  Board  that,  bearing  in  mind  the 
applicant's  good  looks,  he  did  not  think 
It  wise  to  admit  her  on  the  grievance 
produced. 

Hlrsch  Teschno  told  the  Board  an  In- 
teresting story.  He  was  a  deserter 
from  the  Russian  army,  he  said,  and 
hart  sought  refuge  across  the  Austrian 
frontier.  He  re-crossed  the  border  six 
weukB  ago.  and  married  the  applicant. 
Intending  to  bring  her  to  IHlngland  with 
him.  Returning  to  Austria  a  few  days 
later  he  was  arrested  as  a  spy—the 
Kalknn  war  having  caused  extra  vigi- 
lance— because  he  had  no  pa.sHport, 
and  spent  the  money  lie  had  savejd  to 
bring  her  to  thl.s  country  in  conducting 
hl,<<  defence.

The  movement  started  during  the 
Christmas  holidays  in  a  series. of  mls- 
slonal  meetings  conducted  by  «  eolller 
named  Stephen  Jefferles.  of  iCaesteri.

Cwmtwrcb  Is  a  homely  hamlet  on  the 
borders  of  three  counties,  Glamorgan, 
Brecon,  and  Carmarthen;  In  the  upper 
reaches  of  the  Swansea  valley,  and  al- 
ready many  hundreds  have  flocked  to 
the  village.  The  missibn  hall  will  not 
hold  a  tithe  of  those  who  desire  to  at- 
tend the  services,  nnd  revival  meetimfs 
are  being  held  on  the  main  roads.  These 
start  Jn  the  afternoon,  and  continue 
without  break  until  1  or  2  o'clock 
the  morning. 

It  Is  too  early  to  say  whether  this 
movement  at  Cwmtwrcb  comes  within 
the  category  of  the  Welsh  revival  of 
1304,  but  the  origins  are  curlou.sly  sim- 
liar,  and  the  manifestations  very  much 
alike.
